M. Derby & Co., lumber dealers of. 
Oakland, was born In Southampton, 
L. I., New Tork, August 21, 1S38. a son 
of Charles and Hanna Payne. 
The 


ancestral Payne was among the early 
settlers on that island, near Morltcheii, 
and the family Is now numerous and 
widespread. 
Grandparents 
Payne 


lived to an advanced age, and his 
granduncle, "Bill Payne,"

Father a Sailor, 


Charted'Payne, th« father of George 


Payne, entered early on a seafaring 
career and became the captain of a 
whaler, but In middle lite he aban-

the age of 79. The mother died ten 
yean earlier, at the age of 69. 


The Hopping family were early sot-

Devolution) 
followed farming: and lived to the age 
of about 40. Hla wife, by birth a Miss 
Miller, was over 70.

George H. Payne received a com-

The taxicab has at last come to San Francisco, and a com- 
pany formed in the Family Club has set the little machines 
to icking on Ihe _streets. This city has been very backward 
in this respect, as' it is about the last big city in the country 
to jsecure the handy cars. 


They are a great convenience for shopping or for making 


short trips about town. Contrasted -with the $5 an hour or 
a t 'ip of the big motor cars, the taxicabs seem the essence of 
oeoionrv, though they are the most oxponsho sort of a vehicle 
to nake a long tour in. Tho initial charge is :50 or 40 cents, 
am then the cost is 10 cents for every sixth of a mile—GO cents 
a milo. So a passenger can go to his home in town, from one 
hotel to another, or to the ferry, for a very small charge. But 
if he starts on tour and goes twenty miles an hour, that hour 
would cost $32 at 60 cents a mile. 


But the great saving is when the taxicabs-stop. Instantly 


they come to a standstill the machine that registers the charge 
works from a clock instead of from the wheels, and instead of 
the usual $5 an hour of the big machines, the charge is only a 
cent a minute. There seems no reason why the little cars should 
not be a success in San Francisco as they have been elsewhere.

There is no law against1 the purchase of liquor outside 
oi the State and its delivery •within the boundaries of Tennes- 
see. The idea of prohibition in that Slate makes me laugh. 
Tie chances are that members of the legislature were them- 
selves soused when they passed the bill. Now the express com- 
panies may run their jug trains without being' annoyed by the 
ccmpelition of the saloonkeepers in the woi counties. That's 
what piohibition means in Tennessee."
